Dear  Sir, — The  great  object  of  the 
Board  under  which  you  have  received 
the  foregoing  commission,  is  to  supply 
destitute  jilaces  in  our  country,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  in  our  own  connexion,  with  sta¬ 
ted  jHeachers  and  pastors,  who  shall  be 
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instniinciital  in  bniltliiiw  up  tl>e  lledeeni- 
cr’s  Kingdom.  To  ac:coinp!is!i  tliis  ob¬ 
ject,  congregations  are  to  be  collected  and 
organized  in  the  Presbyterian  form  ;  tlea 
cons  and  elders  are  to  be  ordained  and 
installed  ;  suitable  persons  are  to  be  bap¬ 
tized  ;  and  the  sacraments  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper  administered. 

In  the  region  assigned  to  you  in  your 
commission,  we  expect  you  to  perform  all 
the  duties  of  a  faithful  missionary,  for 
which  you  are  constitutionally  qualified, 
so  far  as  you  shall  have  strength  and  abil¬ 
ity.  Preach  the  gospel  ;  visit  the  sick  ; 
instruct  the  ignorant  in  private  conver¬ 
sation  as  well  as  from  the  pulpit  ;  cate¬ 
chise  children  in  families  and  schools  ; 
promote  Sabbath  Schools,  Bible  St  Tract 
Societies,  and  Bible  Classes,  and  endea¬ 
vor  by  all  scriptural  means  to  win  souls 
for  Christ. 

Avoid  ail  unprofitable  controversy  ;  ab¬ 
stain  from  unfriendly  reflections  upon 
other  denominations  of  Christians  ;  never 
bcco.me  a  political  partizan  ;  but  let  your 
meekness,  zeal,  diligence,  prudence  and 
ardent  love  for  the  souls  of  men,  com¬ 
mend  you  to  the  consciences  of  all  per¬ 
sons  witli  whom  you  may  have  inter¬ 
course. 

Thankfully  receive  any  donations 
which  may  be  given  you  for  the  Board 
of  Missions  ;  and  in  any  place  which  may 
be  deemed  suitaole,  you  are  desired  to 
act  the  part  of  an  agent  for  tliis  Board  in 
promoting  the  plan  of  annual  constribu- 
tions  which  is  annexed. 

Write  to  our  Corresponding  Secretary 
a  full  account'of  your  services,  at  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  every  month  during  which 
you  may  labor  in  our  employment ;  and 
distinctly  state  the  number  of  miles  travel¬ 
led  by  you  ;  of  visits  made  ;  of  discours¬ 
es  preached  ;  of  schools  formed  and  cate¬ 
chised  ;  of  baptisms,  if  any,  administer¬ 
ed  ;  and  whatever  else  you  may  think 
will  be  interesting  to  our  Baard. 

After  your  mission  is  completed,  return 
your  commission,  if  you  have  a  private 
conveyance;  and  if  not,  destroy  it.  Your 
pay  will  be  remitted  to  you  in  a  draft, 
after  your  report  of  your  last  moiitli’s  ser¬ 
vice  is  received,  the  balance  due,  and 
the  Post  Oflice  to  which  you  would  de¬ 
sire  the  remittance  to  be  sent.

l)  .-ar  .Sir, — You  are  to  endeavor,  by 
every  ])ropi;r  melho.l  to  awaken  and  cher¬ 
ish  a  missionary  spirit  wherever  you  go. 
In  doing  this  you  are  to  let  the  people 
'with  wiiom  you  have  intercourse  under¬ 
stand  tliat  the  Board  of  Missions  in  whose 
behalf  you  act,  are  friendly  to  all  mis¬ 
sionary  associations  of  an  evangelical 
character,  by  whatever  name  they  are 
called  ;  and  wish  not  to  interfere  with 
their  designs  or  operations.  That  it  is 
)onr  particular  object  to  endeavor  to  rouse 
the  Presbyterian  Cliurcli  to  a  vigr  rous, 
united,  and  concentrated  elibit,  in  the 
great  enterprise  of  evangelizing  tire  world. 
Tliatat  present,  domestic  missions  are  the 
chief  object  of  attention,  with  tire  Board 
I  that  you  serve;  but  that  they  contem¬ 
plate  foreign  missions  also,  so  soon  as 
means  and  opportunities  shall  favor  their 
establishment. 

You  are  to  receive  donations  from  any 
individuals  who  may  incline  to  make

'and  indeed  still  appear,  deeply  impressed  with  a 
'  sense  of  their  guilt  and  danger.  And  yet  profes¬ 
sors,  as  a  body,  seem  careful  and  troubled  about 
many  things ;  and  I  fear  will  continue  busy  hero 
and  there  until  the  spirit  will  withdraw.”

Why  associate  the 
Drunkard  and  Universalist  in  this  uncourteous 
manner?  It  must  appear  evident  to  all  candid 
minds,  that  it  is  because  they  have  no  other  ar¬ 
guments  to  employ  against  Universalists — none 
but  slander  will  answer  their  purpose.  Their 
moral  appetites  must  be  very  corrupt  and  depra¬ 
ved  if  they  can  relish  such  kind  of  f'jod  :  and  it  is 
evident  none  other  suits  their  palate. 

Well,  what  was  the  effect  of  this  revival  upon 
those  who  were  brought  under  its  power — the 
Drunkard,  the  Universalist  and  the  Moralist  ? 
We  are  not  informed  that  it  made  cither  of  the 
two  former  any  better — and  it  it  effected  any 
change  in  the  character  of  the  Jiloralist,  we  suppose 
it  must  have  made  him  iminwid.  True,  we  arc 
told  that  of  “almut  twenty  families,  every  person 
but  four,  that  is  over  ten  years  of  ago,  is  now  in¬ 
dulging  the  hope  of  adoption  into  the  family  of 
Christ.’  Very  well,  if  there  were  any  Universalists 
among  them,  they  must  have  indulged  the  same 
hope,  or  rather  a  stronger  hope  of  this,  before 
than  they  did  after  it,  if  they  wore  by  this  revival 
converted  from  the  belie!  of  universal,  to  the  faith 
of  a  partial  salvation. 

Again ;  in  his  own  neighborhood  there  had  hecn 
some  “gentle  showers,”  “several  ho|)cful  conver¬ 
sions,  and  many  have  been  and  stilt  appear,  dce[)- 
ly  impressed  with  a  sense  of  their  guilt  and  dan¬ 
ger,"  Truly  a  happy  state  of  mind  to  he  in  !  I  low 
must  they  have  rejoiced  in  view  of  their  “guilt,” 
and  exulted  in  anticipation  of  their  awful  “dan¬ 
ger  ! !  ”  This  is  the  fruit  of  Calvinistic  revi¬ 
vals.  They  however  always  explain  these  things 
by  the  inverse  rule,  or  rule  of  contraries, — Thus : 
if  they  feclrfry  guilty,  it  is  a  sign  they  arc  reinarL- 
ably  innocent ;  if  they  see  themselves  in  greed  dan¬ 
ger,  it  is  good  evidence  they  arc  perfectly  safe ! 

But  the  greatest  curiosity  in  the  article  is  found 
in  the  last  sentence :  “And  yet  professors,  as  a 
body,”  (and  he  evidently  means  to  censure  and 
condemn  them  for  it,)  “seem  careful  and  troub¬ 
led  about  many  things  ;  and  1  fear,  will  continue 
busy  here  and  there  until  the  spirit  will  with¬ 
draw*”  Lamentable!  They  will  drive  away  the 
spirit  (for  the  spirit  is  a  very  timid  thing  in  such 
seasons)  because  they  arc  ^‘careful,"  "troubled,'' 
Ike,  and  yet  the  whole  aim  of  these  revivalists  is 
to  make  people  “careful,”  and  to  trouble  them 
with  the  absurd  dogmas  of  their  creeds  and  the 
foolish  practices  of  their  superstition !  He  is 
afraid  “professors,  as  a  body,  will  continue  busy 
here  and  there,  until  the  spirit  will  withdraw 
and  yet  all  the  movers  in  these  revivals  arc  busy 
bodies  in  other  men’s  matters — constantly  busy¬ 
ing  themselves  in  what  they  have  no  right,  inter¬ 
meddling  with  families,  frightening  the  weak 
minded  and  timid  out  of  their  wits,  and  so  man- 
aging  their  busi-ness  as  to  wheedle  them  into  the 
profession  of  a  creed  they  don’t  understand,  and 
a  religion  they  do  not  possess. 

Wc  would  advise  the  Rev.  0.  Brown  not  to 


write  any  more  accounlsof  revivals  for  theMlumc 
Missionary,”  till  he  can  w’rite  one  that  will  re¬ 
flect  more  honor  on  the  cause  of  revivals  and  on 
his  own  missionary  talents.  We  could  write  a 
dozen  better  accounts  of  revivals  than  this,  even 
with  our  eyes  shut,  in  which  wc  could  tell  how 
many  Drunkards  and  Presbyterians,  and  immoral 
men  had  been  converted  from  their  ignorance^ 
and  wickedness,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth 
and  the  practice  of  virtue,  from  no  other  cause 
but  the  hearing  of  Univcrsalisni  and  the  exercise 
of  their  rational  and  moral  faculties.  But  wc 
forbear.
